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Mobilization of Civil Air 
Transportation

HE necessity for advance planning for 

the mobilization of the civil airlines 
in event of war has been recognized by 
the government and by the industry for 
many years. The need for such a plan re- 
sults from the 
realization that 
in the event of 
a major war the 
air transporta- 
tion capabilities 
of the Depart- 
ment of Defense 
would have to be 
supplemented by 
the civil aviation 
industry inorder 
to provide suffi- 
cient airlift to 
meet the needs 
of the war ef- 
fort. 

In addition to 
functioning asan ; 
integral part of the country’s national 
transportation system, our Civilian air 
transport industry has always been con- 
sidered a reserve for national defense. 
I can remember when I came into the 
business back in 1926, one of the first 
things I heard was the importance of 
the national defense aspect of the civil 
aviation industry. 

Most people will remember that the 
industry functioned very effectively in 
World War II even though the planes 
flown on our airways in the early 1940s 
did not lend themselves to the long-dis- 
tance over-ocean transportation which 
was so badly needed in the war. The air- 
lines did, however, function very effec- 
tively in the operation of the 4engine 
aircraft provided by the military. I think 
it is not an exaggeration to state that 
if there had been in existence on De- 
cember 7, 1941, the number of 4-engine 
long-range planes which now fly over our 
domestic and international airways, the

|Conferees Discuss 4 or 5% Increase 


The Senate-House conference commit- 
tee appointed to iron out the differences 
between their versions of the cost-of- 
living increase for the Armed Services 
met on Wednesday, 23 April, but failed 
to reach a final agreement. 

The meeting broke up when Senator 
Richard Russell (D.-Ga.), chairman of 
the Senate Committee, had to leave to 
catch an airplane to go on a speaking 
engagement. 

Meantime, it is undecided whether or 
not to hold another meeting before Sen- 
ator Russell’s return, which is expected 
to be about 3 May. Representative Carl 
Vinson (D.-Ga.), chairman of the House 
Committee, is urging that a meeting be 
held Monday, 28 April. 

While no final decision was reached at 
Wednesday’s session, it is understood 
that there was a general agreement on 
certain over-all principles. Most impor- 
tant, it was tentatively decided to aban- 
don the Senate’s proposal for varying 
amounts of increases in allowances de- 
pending on marital status and number 
of dependents. Instead, it was understood 
that the final settlement would be based 
on flat percentage increases in base pay 
and in allowances, although not the 
same percentage for each. 

Also, it was tentatively decided to

drop entirely Section 2 of the Senate bill 
which sets up a system of combat pay 


| for troops in Korea. This, they concluded 


among themselves, should be made the 
subject of separate legislation and given 
fuller consideration on the floor of each 
house. 

As the conference adjourned its Tirst 
meeting, members of the House group 
were holding out for a flat five per cent 
increase in all base pay plus a flat ten 
per cent increase in all allowances. They 
felt this to be a reasonable compromise 
to replace the House bill which would 
have given a ten per cent increase in 
both base pay and allowances. 

Meanwhile, the Senate conferees were 
arguing for only a four per cent increase 
in base pay (one per cent higher than 
that provided in the Senate bill) plus a 
14 per cent increase in all allowances 
instead of their original system of little 
or nothing for bachelor officers and 
varying higher amounts for married of- 
ficers and enlisted men depending on the 
numbers of their dependents. 

Most members of the conference com- 
mittee felt a decision is so close that on- 
ly one more short meeting will be re- 
quired to reach a full agreement that 
can be presented to their respective 
Houses for final approval. 





Cen. Spaatz Warns 
Against Stretch-Out 


The Senate Preparedness Committee 
this week continued its investigation 
into the status of the Nation’s air power 
and heard public testimony from Gen- 
eral Carl Spaatz, USAF-Ret., former Air 
Force Chief of Staff. 

Senator Lyndon Johnson (D.-Tex.), 
committee chairman, praised the Serv- 
ices for cooperation extended thus far 
in the comprehensive inquiry. Air Force 
and Navy witnesses, said Senator John- 
son, “have been thorough in their pres- 
entation, frank in their answers to ques- 
tions, fair in their evaluation of situa- 
tions outside their control but under the 
control of other agencies.” 

Senator Johnson commented that he 
would be “less than frank if I did not 
say there are elements in the picture 
that are deeply disturbing. These ele- 
ments involve our aircraft inventories 
and our plans for production,” he con- 
tinued. “Considered against the back- 
ground of our national security, these 
factors give me, personally, no cause to 
feel complacency.” 

General Spaatz, who said that the Na- 
tion has had “too much stop and start 
action” in plane production, told the 
committee that “we need to impress the 
people with urgency. We should cancel 
the stretch-out,” the former Air Force

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Army Develops Manual 


For Use of A-Weapons 


General John E. Hull, Vice Chief of 
Staff of the Army, disclosed this week 
that a tactical doctrine for the employ- 
ment of Atomic weapons in support of 
ground forces has been developed by the 
Army and published in manual form. 

His announcement followed the latest 
atomic explosion in the Nevada desert 
where a composite Army battalion was 
deployed in the burst area less than an 
hour after the bomb was dropped from 
an Air Force plane, It was the first time 
troops had been used tactically under such 
conditions. General Hull said all precau- 
tions were taken to eliminate undue 
hazards during the test, but that under 
combat conditions “the battalion could 
have started forward immediately.” 

The Vice Chief of Staff, who was dug 
in with the forward troops only three to 
four miles from “ground zero” during the 
operation, later stressed the need for de- 
velopment of atomic artillery to supple- 
ment delivery of the A-bomb by air. He 
said the reliability of any weapon used 
in support of ground troops is absolutely 
essential, and that, whereas the plane 
used in the most recent test was operating 
under the best possible conditions, air 
delivery of the bomb would not always be 
feasible.

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Fight on Lost Funds 
To Wage in Senate 


The Defense Department is preparing 
a strong presentation to be made before 
the Senate Appropriations Committee 
against the $4.7 billion cut in the Presi- 
dent’s defense budget for fiscal year 
1953 and the imposition by the House 
of a $46 billion limitation on expendi- 
tures. 

The President originally asked Con- 
gress to grant $50.9 billion in new money 
and obligational authority. Actual 
spending for 1953 was aimed at a rate of 
$52 billion. 

In effect, the House action, unless re- 
versed by the Senate, will mean a 
stretch-out of the stretch-out. 

It is possible that Senator Lyndon 
Johnson’s Preparedness Subcommittee 
will rush to completion its report on the 
Nation’s air power. This document con- 
ceivably might influence the Senate to 
restore funds, which the Pentagon in- 
sists are required to insure success of the 
military expansion program. 

As voted by the House, the 1953 budget 
grants $12. billion to the Army, $12.8 
billion to the Navy, and $20.7 billion to 
the Air Force. 

Procurement officials are disturbed 
particularly over the $46 billion limita- 
tion on expenditures, certain to slow 
down the delivery of long lead-time 
items. 

The Navy will implore the Senate to 
restore the $210 million which the House 
eliminated for construction of a second 
60,000 ton carrier. 

Admiral William M. Fechteler, USN, 
Chief of Naval Operations, said this 
week that he is “deeply and seriously 
concerned” about the House action in 
denying funds for the carrier. 

The carrier, said Admiral Fechteler, 
had top priority in a list of proposed 
Navy ship construction. The Navy had 
said it would accept a cut equal to the 
cost of the carrier in other and small 
ships of the building program, but the 
House did not concur. 

In addition to efforts to regain the bil- 
lions eliminated by the House, the Penta- 
gon will ask the Senate to rescind other 
action taken by the House. 

The Davis amendment to the appro- 
priations bill restricting promotions will 
be opposed. Although this amendment 
was modified from an original version 
which would have meant about 25,000 
officer demotions, the Services will tell 
the Senate that difficulites will develop 
in meeting requirements under the re- 
vised ceilings on promotions. 

The Air Force, Navy and Marine Corps 
will be hit particularly hard in the mat- 
ter of officer promotions. 

The Defense Department will ask the 
Senate to permit voluntary retirement 
of Regular officers after 30 years service.

Anniversary of Communist Offensive 


The anniversary this week of last 
year’s big spring offensive by the Com- 
munists in Korea found the land battle 
front relatively quiet, with the lull that 
has characterized ground operations for 
several weeks still continuing. Instead of 
a major offensive, which a year ago ended 
so disastrously for the enemy, the Reds 
this week contented themselves with 
minor probing jabs, which were without 
military significance. 

Commenting on the anniversary of the 
Red drive, begun on 22 April, 1951, and 
which was checked and reversed by the 
Allies, General James A. VanFleet, USA, 
commanding the United States Eighth 
Army and attached foreign troops, said 
that if the Communists attempted a new 
offensive this spring they would again be 
decisively defeated by United Nations 
troops, and any such operation would end 
with the b&ttle line pushed deeper into 
North Korean territory. 

Mud from recent heavy storms in the 
combat zone restricted land operations in 
Korea this week. They consisted chiefly 
of light patrol contacts, and a few scat- 
tered attacks by small units on advance 
positions. Land and carrier-based planes 
carried out a series of successful attacks 
on enemy transportation networks this 
week, converting many miles of railroad 
into tangled masses of wreckage. 

Naval surface units of the Allied fleet 
bombarded enemy installations on both 
coasts, with special attention being given 
to Red shore batteries, which have re- 
cently been firing a greatly increased 
volume of shellfire at Allied warships, 
and with greatly improved accuracy. 
American Navy representatives said that 
Red coastal guns of large calibre are 
being used, and that they were probably 
equipped with radar aiming devices. 

Red Artillery Hits Ships 


Some Allied warships were being 
shelled at distances up to 10 miles. Dur- 
ing the past 18 months, 41 American 
naval ships have been hit by shore fire, 
31 of them off Wonsan, which has been 
under almost constant naval bombard- 
ment for more than a year. Nearly all of 
the damage sustained by the ships was 
superficial and the personnel casualties 
were very light. It has been extremely 
difficult to silence many of the shore bat- 
teries, which leads to speculation that the 
Reds may be concealing guns up to 12 
inches in calibre in caves dug in cliffs and 
hillsides. 

Enemy air activity during most of the 
week was relatively light, but on Mon- 
day, 21 April, U. S. F-86 Sabre Jets pa- 
trolling Northwest Korea shot down 
seven enemy jets and damaged six others 
in three spectacular air encounters. An- 
other MIG was shot down the next day. 
Later in the week, Sabres flew in low to 
attack the Sinuiju airfield, just south of 
the Yalu River, near the Manchurian 
border in Northwest Korea, destroying 
or damaging several Yak-9 propeller-type 
enemy planes. 

Ground action on all fronts through- 
out the week was very light. An enemy 
platoon probed an advance Allied posi- 
tion northwest of Yonchon, and was re- 
pulsed by tank, artillery, and machine 
gun fire. A small enemy unit approached 
a United Nations outpost at night west 
of Chorwon, but withdrew after it en- 
countered small arms, automatic wea- 
pons, and mortar fire. 

A UN patrol east of the Pukhan River 
engaged an enemy unit of undetermined 
strength, killing several Reds. An Allied 
raiding party fought for more than four 
hours with an enemy company at a hill 
position west of the Pukhan River, disen- 
gaging after nightfall. Some 30 of the 
enemy were reported killed in this ac- 
tion. Other brief skirmishes were re- 
ported on this front. 


White Riders of the Ridge 


In this area air observers reported 
some 200 white-clad enemy cavalry on 
a snow-covered ridge line near the Puk- 
han River. This is the first report of 
mounted Reds on the Korean front for 
several months. Previously the presence 
of mounted troops in the battle area has

usually been followed by a Red offensive. 
However, there are no other indications 
of offensive operations, and observers 
doubt that the enemy intends to mount 
a major drive in the foreseeable future. 

On the eastern front an Allied patrol 
operating northwest of Kansong routed 
an enemy outpost in a brief fight, and 
then engaged three enemy platoons in a 
half-hour hand grenade battle. South of 
Kosong an enemy group probing an Al- 
lied outpost was repulsed in a 40-minute 
fight. Northeast of the Punch Bowl there 
was a series of light engagements be- 
tween patrols of platoon size. 

During the week, Allied surface ves- 
sels and naval aircraft joined in com- 
bined attacks on supply and transporta- 
tion centers along both coasts of Korea. 
Carrier-based planes also flew close sup- 
port missions along the battlefront. 

The U. S. Battleship Jowa sealed off 
four railroad tunnels near Songjin on the 
east coast with her 16-inch guns. The 
Iowa, accompanied by her escorting de- 
stroyer, the John A. Bole, also fired on 
shore batteries, reinforced embankments, 
and rail lines leading south from Song- 
jin. Landslides were started which cov- 
ered tracks in at least 12 places. 


Destroyers Are Active 


The U. S. Heavy Cruiser St. Paul, ac- 
companied by the Destroyer Brinkley 
Bass, joined the Destroyers Maddoz, Sil- 
verstein, and McGinty in a heavy bom- 
bardment of the battered east coast port 
of Wonsan. The 5-inch and 8-inch guns 
of the St. Paul destroyed a warehouse 
and a number of other buildings, and 
scored hits on shore guns. The warships 
also destroyed or damaged railway and 
highway bridges and several box cars. 
Approximately 300 Red troops were dis- 
persed, and many casualties were in- 
flicted. The Destroyer-Minesweeper Doyle 
hit gun emplacements, box cars, and a 
large warehouse southwest of Hungnam 
on the east coast. 

On the west coast the British Patrol 
Frigate Amethyst and the Canadian De- 
stroyer Nootka engaged enemy shore 
batteries. In the ensuing duels several 
shore guns were hit. No damage was in- 
flicted on the Allied vessels. 

American naval flyers from the Heavy 
Carriers Boxer and Valley Forge off the 
east coast slashed tracks in particularly 
heavy attacks on rail lines leading from 
Wonsan to Songjin. More than 100 rail 
cuts were made, and bypasses, bridges, 
buildings, trucks, and boats were de- 
stroyed or damaged. It is estimated that 
280 troops were killed and a number 
of boats were sunk northeast of Hung- 

, nam. 

The British Light Carrier Glory re- 
placed the American Carrier Bairoko in 
the Yellow Sea during the week. The 
British pilots from the Glory destroyed 
numerous box cars and damaged many 
more in a series of rail strikes southwest 
of Chinnampo. A secondary explosion 
was caused by direct hits on a shore gun. 
Many rail cuts were made, a warehouse

was destroyed, and several troop-occupied 
buildings were hit by the Glory flyers. 
Air Strikes 

Flying through clear skies much of this 
week, in contrast to the heavy weather 
encountered most of last week, fighters, 
fighter-bombers, and light and medium 
bombers of the Far East Air Force made 
devastating attacks on Communist trans- 
portation facilities and supply centers 
throughout North Korea. 

American F-86 Sabre Jets in three sepa- 
rate air battles last Monday, 21 April, 
shot down seven enemy jets and damaged 
six others, The first encounter occurred 
while the Sabres were flying cover for 
F-80 and F-84 fighter-bombers in a raid 
on the rail line from Kwaksan north to 
Sonchon, 50 miles south of the Man- 
churian border. Twenty enemy MIGs 
swarmed south across the Yalu River to 
intercept the raiders. A patrol of four 
Sabres pounced the MIGs and damaged 
one in a brief skirmish. 

In a second engagement an hour later, 
30 F-86 Sabres encountered a formation 
of 50 enemy jets just after the Red planes 
had crossed into North Korea from their 
base at Antung in Manchuria. In a 30- 
minute dogfight five enemy jets were 
shot down and four were damaged. In this 
combat, which raged from a 40,000-foot 
altitude down to treetop level, Capt. Rob- 
ert J. Love, USAF, shot down two enemy 
MIGs, bringing his score to five, to become 
the eleventh jet ace in history. 

Furious Jet Fight 

In the third and final air battle of the 
day 19 Sabre Jets engaged 25 Red MIGs 
east of Sinuiju near the border in North- 
west Korea. In this brief and furious 
fight two enemy jets were destroyed and 
another was damaged. On the next day 
33 Sabres encountered a flight of MIGs 
and shot down one of them. 

On another occasion the patrolling 
Sabres, unable to find enemy MIGs, flew 
low over the Red airfield at Sinuiju and 
blasted to bits two propeller-type Yak-9 
enemy fighters and damaged two others 
found on the ground, 

Concentrated strikes were made by 
American F-80 Shooting Stars‘and F-84 
Thunder Jets on enemy rail lines in the 
Kwaksan area, where tracks were 
cratered by bombs, rockets, and machine- 
gun fire. Marine fighter-bombers and con- 
ventional F-51 Mustangs teamed to blast 
rail lines north and east from Sariwon. 

F-80 Shooting Stars damaged numerous 
rail cars in the vicinity of Chinnam-po. 
They also destroyed a number of enemy 
trucks. Royal Australian Meteors de- 
stroyed or damaged a number of buildings 
just north of Kyomipo. 

Marine Fighter-Bombers 

Flying reconnaissance missions along 
the east coast F-51 Mustangs directed 
gunfire from naval ships, and destroyed 
a Russian-built IL-10 propeller-driven 
fighter plane found on the airfield at 
Wonsan. Marine fighter-bombers flew 
many close support sorties along the bat- 
tle line from coast to coast. They de- 
stroyed field pieces, troop revetments, a 
supply dump, and several storage build- 
ings, and inflicted many casualties on the 
enemy. 

B-29 medium bombers based on Oki- 
nawa made night attacks on the impor- 
tant rail bridge complex at Sinanju, drop- 
ping 40 tons of high explosives with the 
use of radar aiming technique. Intense 
flak was encountered over the target, but 
there was no air opposition. Other Super- 
forts made strikes on the Kyomipo steel 
mill, which is now used as a storage area. 
Still other B-29s dropped air-bursting 
bombs on enemy troop and supply con- 
centrations near the front line. 

Night-flying B-26 light bombers and 
shore-based Marine aircraft destroyed 
more than 100 enemy supply vehicles at- 
tempting to move to Communist forward 
troops under cover of darkness. 


4,000-Mile Jet Mission 

The Air Force has reported that an 
F-84G Republic Thunderjet, piloted by 
Capt. Lonnie R. Moore, flew a 4,000-mile 
round-trip photographic mission on 28 
March in less than 9% hours. The mis- 
sion was made from Eglin AFB, Fla., to 
Santa Barbara, Calif., and return, with a 
Boeing KC-97 tanker plane refueling the 
Thunderjet in flight on both legs of the 
trip. 
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Enlisted Release Dates | 


Disclosed At Pentagon 


The Department of Defense ygEste day 
announced planned dates for th release 
of personnel whoseeniistments Wak ex- 
tended for nine months by the Presj- 
dent’s Executive Order of 17 April. 

Enlistments of all personnel in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Air 
Force, whether serving on active duty 
or not, normally expiring between 1 
July, 1952 and 30 June, 1953, inclusive, 
were extended for a maximum of nine 
months from the normal expiration 
date. 

The new order is applicable to all 
components of the Armed Forces, in- 
cluding the Reserves and National 
Guard. However, the maximum author- 
ized active duty tours of Reservists and 
National Guardsmen are not lengthened 
by this extension; nor are existing pro- 
grams for separating Reservists and Na- 
tional Guardsmen affected. 

The extension does not affect: 

(a) Personnel whose enlistments have 
been previously extended; 

(b) Personnel inducted through the 
Selective Service System; 

(c) Selective Service registrants who 
voluntarily enlisted in the Army for a 
period of 24 months. Personnel in the 
latter two categories cannot legally have 
their terms of enlistment involuntarily 
extended except in the event of a dec- 
laration of war, or a declaration of a 
state of national emergency by the Con- 
gress. 

The Department of Defense pointed 
out that under the terms of Public Law 
51, 82d Congress, the President has au- 
thority to extend enlistments for a 
period of twelve months, but that no in- 
dividual enlistment shall be extended 
more than once. In similar executive 
orders in 1950 and 1951 enlistments then 
expiring were extended for twelve 
months. 

Under special programs, some enlisted 
men will be released earlier than the 
dates listed below.

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First Marlin Flying 
Boat Goes to Fleet 


The first fleet delivery of a PSM-1 Mar- 
tin “Marlin,” the first aircraft built from 
the ground up for the express purpose 
of both finding and killing enemy sub- 
marines, was accepted in ceremonies 
conducted 23 April at the Norfolk Naval 
Air Station. It was the first flying boat 
accepted by the Navy since World War 
II. 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy John 
F. Floberg, addressing the ceremony, 
said that although there have been many 
flying boats in the past that this newest 
version represents such a broad step 
that he felt that it should be looked upon 
as the first of a new line in this category. 


Present Log Book 


Mr. George M. Bunker, president of 
the Glenn L. Martin Company, expressed 
appreciation for the work of the Navy’s 
research and development personnel in 
contributing to the design and building 
of the new flying boat. He recalled the 
Navy flying boats built by the Martin 
company in years dating back to 1920 up 
to its last previous big program of con- 
struction of the PBM line used in World 
War II and still extensively operated 
here and in Korea. 

Mr. Bunker presented the log book of 
the new Marlin to Rear Adm. Grover B. 
H. Hall, USN, Commander Fleet Air 
Wing Atlantic, who acted in behalf of 
Vice Adm. John J. Ballentine, USN, At- 
lantic Fleet Air Force Commander. 

Admiral Hall, after a short acceptance 
speech turned the log book over to 
Comdr. Francis J. Grisko, USN, Com- 
manding Officer of Patrol Squadron 44, 
the unit designed to operate the first of 
the Marlins. The big flying boat was then 
christened by Mrs. Grisko. 


Adm. Hall’s Speech 


In his acceptance speech, Admiral Hall 
said: 

“The range and stamina of the Marlin 
may have a profound effect on future tactics. 
It will increase the mobility of our .anti- 
submarine forces by enabling us to deploy 
units to vital areas far from our own shores. 
In many of these areas it will not be feasible 
or practical to construct expensive air fields, 
but seaplanes such as the Marlin can op- 
erate for long periods from tenders, making 
them independent of the land bases which 
may be bombed out of action. 

“By thus making our anti-submarine forces 
mobile and flexible, the overall offensive ca- 
pability of the Navy’s other forces are also 
enhanced. 

“Another Martin aircraft, the famous PBM 
Mariner, performed extensively during 
World War Two. It is still one of the main- 
stays of our airborne submarine stalkers, 
and is doing a good job in the Korean thea- 
tre today. We .expect the Marlin to be a 
worthy successor to the Mariner. 

“In introducing a new aircraft, the selec- 
tion of the first fleet unit to operate it is 
always important. In selecting the pilots and 
airmen of Patrol Squadron Forty Four to 
fly the first Marlins, the Fleet Air Wings 
command has chosen a group.with an out- 
Standing record in safety, maintenance and 
aviation skill. From the Captain to the last 
member of the beach crew, this squadron 
has exhibited a spirit and stamina in fleet 
we that makes them worthy of the 

st. 

“I might add here, that by accepting this 
first plane, the pilots and airmen of VP-44 
take upon themselves a tremendous respon- 
sibility in adapting it and the others to fol- 
low to a more advanced use of the patrol 
bomber in anti-submarine warfare.”

Stated, is the most completely electroni- 
Cally equipped aircraft ever developed 
for naval submarine stalkers. A bulb-like 
nose contains the most powerful airborne 
Search radar in any U.S, craft, and other 
devices are capable of detecting subma- 
Tines both above and below the water. 

The Marlin carries a crew of seven. 
Provisions for eating and sleeping are an 
improvement over the Mariners, officers 
Said, so that the Marlin can carry out 





its mission of long range, over water sub- 
marine searches. 

The 90-foot hull and 118-foot wing- 
spread of the P5M can carry an impres- 
sive load of depth charges, torpedoes, 
rockets, mines and other deadly anti- 
submarine weapons. 


New Hull Design 


The Marlin’s hull is a radical departure 
from previous seaplane designs, and is the 
result of long research with models by 
Martin engineers, the Navy’s Bureau of 
Aeronautics and the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics. Tests were 
held in the towing tank at the Stevens 
Institute of Technology at Hoboken, N. J. 

The top half of the Marlin’s hull and 
the gull wings follow the PBM configura- 
tion except for the single tail. The bottom 
portion of the hull, however, is completely 
under water all the way to the stern, 
replacing the “step” break in earlier mod- 
els. This has resulted in better takeoff 
and landing performance, especially in 
rough water, and in less drag while the 
aircraft is in flight. 

Another innovation incorporated in the 
Marlin are two pilot-controlled fins in the 
hull near the stern, Opening under water, 
these “hydro-flaps” act as a rudder, and 
can turn the P5M in little over one wing 
span. Opened together, the hydroflaps act 
as a brake. 

The Marlin is powered by two Wright 
turbo-compound engines driving four- 
bladed Hamilton Standard propellers. 
Speed and range of the aircraft have not 
been revealed by the Navy. 

Admiral Hall revealed that a squadron 
now based in Bermuda is next in line in 
the Atlantic Fleet to get the new aircraft. 





Endorse Cancer Campaign 


The three Service secretaries have en- 
dorsed the cancer crusade of the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society, which is being con- 
ducted on a nation-wide scale during 
April. 

The crusade banner points out that 
“Cancer strikes one in five.” Secretary of 
the Army Frank Pace, jr., assured the 
Society of the Army’s “full support in the 
great effort to conquer this disease.” He 
said “Cancer is a scourge that must be 
encountered by the united effort of all 
Americans.” 

Air Force Secretary Thomas K. Fin- 
letter said “When a disease so terrible 
as cancer threatens to weaken the col- 
lective health and vitality of our Nation 
we must put up a united front to combat 
it.” He added that the Society “deserves 
our fullest support.” 

Navy Secretary Dan A. Kimball ex- 
pressed the hope that “we can join the 
hands of all our fellow Americans in sup- 
port of the work of the American Cancer 
Society.”

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Army Authority Discusses Officer Efficiency Reports 


(This is a continuation of a comprehen- 
sive article on officer efficiency reports, 
written by the Army’s top civilian expert 
on this subject, Dr. Edward A. Rundquist. 
The first article appeared in last week’s 
issue of THE JOURNAL). 


Why Efficiency Reports are Scored 

An efficiency reporting system leads to 
an evaluation of a subordinate. Where 
only one superior rates all the subordi- 
nates, the report becomes a direct evalu- 
ation. The superior officer can arrange 
his subordinates in order from best to 
poorest with respect to any given admin- 
istrative action. There is no particular 
problem. As soon as more than one 
superior or rating officer is involved, 
there arises the problem of consolidating 
the reports so that all subordinates can 
be arranged in order of merit for a given 
purpose. When there are as many rat- 
ing officers as there are in the Army, the 
problem of consolidation is at its maxi- 
mum difficulty. 

Army efficiency reports are reports to 
higher echelons where the action is 
taken. To make possible consolidation, 
these reports must be scored. Anyone 
who has been faced with the problem 
of arranging large numbers of officers 
in order of merit, some officers having 
as many as twenty reports, will concede 
the practical necessity of a score as a 
means of bringing the task within man- 
ageable limits. Apart from the practical 
necessity, however, the need for a score 
flows directly from the evaluative pur- 
pose of comparing one officer with 
another. How a given report should be 
scored is the research problem of dis- 
covering which questions contribute most 
to the Army’s major purpose of selection. 

Once a score is derived, however, say 
ranging from —4.0 to 7.0 or from 24 to 
583, it still needs to be put into mean- 
ingful units. What did a score of 3.5 
mean on the old Form 67? It meant 
that the officer rated was exceeded by 
about 95 per cent of the officer group. 
To give this kind of meaning to a score, 
the report must be standardized. This 
simply means finding out how the scores 
for all or for a representative group of 
officers are distributed. Any given score 
can then be interpreted by saying it is 
better than so many per cent of this 
standard reference group. This per- 
centage could be the score. However, 
these percentages are not satisfactory 
to work with because they do not mean 
the same thing around the 50 per cent 
point as they do at the 10th or 90th 
per cent points. The reason for this is 
that around the 50 per cent point, the 
scores differ only slightly from each 
other, whereas at the lower or higher 
points, scores differ more widely. In addi- 
tion, in the case of efficiency reports, a 
score that can be averaged when reports 
are combined is an urgent requirement, 
as will become plain shortly. Therefore, 
the Army standard score scale has been 
adopted. A standard score scale can 
range from 0-100 or from 51-150 or any 
other arbitrarily chosen number. The 
Army’s system ranges from 51 to 150 
with the average score placed at 100. 
The point to be noted is that the refer- 
ence is the average officer as he exists 
in the Army at the time the report was 
standardized. It is a relative scale with 
the Army Officer Corps as a frame or 
reference. 

Standards for any administrative ac- 
tion will vary according to the calibre 
of the Army Officer Corps at a given 
time and the general situation in which 
it is operating. It is not inconsistent to 
say that 90 per cent of Army officers 
are outstanding men or highly competent 
and to say that 50 per cent of Army 
officers are below the average of the 
Officer Corps and 50 per cent are above 
the average of the officer corps. Low 
scores on a relative scale cannot be in- 
terpreted as necessarily indicative of in- 


competence. To repeat, there is no stand- 


ard from which an administrative action 
inevitably flows. The raw score or the 
standard score simply puts the men in a 
relative order and the standard scale 
makes this score meaningful. 

One further point about scoring. The 
Army is so large and the number of re- 
ports that are received so enormous that 





mechanical aids are employed in the 
scoring. This does not mean that officers 
are mechanically evaluated. Surely it is 
clear that human agencies determine 
what the machine will do. It simply 
accomplishes necessary work faster than 
could be done by hand. The final evalua- 
tion of any officer for any purpose is 
made by such human agencies as per- 
sonnel boards—not machines. These 
agencies interpret all report scores in 
terms of the entire report, including the 
remarks, and very frequently in terms 
of all information that is available con- 
cerning a given officer. The relative na- 
ture of scores on efficiency reports makes 
necessary a final interpretation by the 
high echelon officers responsible for mak- 
ing a particular decision. The report is 
an aid to them, not the determiner of 
their actions. 

Scoring efficiency reports brings out 
two problems—the tendency to rate 
leniently and tendency to disagree about 
people. The existence of both of these 
tendencies is well established by research 
in the reporting field, and they compli- 
cate the problems of acceptability and 
validity of reports. 


Leniency and Efficiency Reporting 


When superiors rate their subordinates 
on a scale such as this, outstanding, 
superior, average, poor, and unsatisfac- 
tory, it might be expected that most 
subordinates would be rated average, 
particularly when it is stressed that the 
standard is the officer group as it exists. 
This is well known not to be the case. 
As many, if not more, will be rated 
superior. 

This tendency to be lenient in rating 
is well nigh universal. It has occurred 
in all three Services and is a common- 
place finding in rating studies, wherever 
undertaken. It does not matter how care- 
fully the points on the scale are defined. 
One could use a page of definition for 
each adjective given above and the 
tendency toward leniency would still be 
found. This is not stated as a criticism 
of raters, but as a fact of human be- 
havior which must be taken into account 
in efficiency reporting. 

Consider what this tendency does to 
the interpretation of the efficiency report 
score. In a standard scoring system, the 
middle score is assigned to the person 
at the middle of the distribution—the 
man who equals or exceeds 50 per cent 
of the officers. Since the scale point 
checked for this officer is not, in terms 
of our example scale, “average” but 
“superior,” the score of 100 is assigned 
to an officer whose rating officer de- 
scribed him as superior. The rater feels 
the score does not reflect his intentions. 
The rater says he wanted to place the 
subordinate in the top 25 per cent in- 
stead of 50 per cent of the group. As 
raters discover this fact, they tend to 
rate still more leniently and in a very 
short time, so many high ratings are 
given that there is not enough difference 
in the ratings rendered to serve the 
Army’s purpose in having a report. 

Unfortunately, there is no escape from 
the fact that whenever there is more 
than one rater involved, a given rater 
cannot know where his subordinates will 
come out when the reports are consoli- 
dated. This depends entirely on how all 
the officers check the particular scales 
used. In advance of consolidating all the 
reports and standardizing, this cannot 
be known. Why not, it may be asked, 
tell the reporting officers how the scores 
are distributed after standardizing and 
show what percentage of officers each 
score exceeds? If this were done, nothing 
much would be gained. Raters would 
become even more lenient. Efficiency re- 
ports would not be completed in terms 
of the questions actually asked, but in 
terms of where the rater wants his 
subordinates to come out. The standardi- 
zation would no longer apply—instead 
of having ten per cent above a particular 
score as in the standardization group, 
there would be many more, perhaps as 
many as ninety per cent. These facts 
provide the reason for stressing comple- 
tion of the report in terms of the literal 
meaning of the terms and for not dis- 
seminating any information on how re-

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Marksmanship Matches 


The Army will conduct an annual 
marksmanship competition in a series of 
rifle and pistol matches at all unit levels, 
as part of its regular training program, 
General Mark W. Clark, Chief of Army 
Field Forces, announced this week. 

The new program, to be carried out 
throughout the Army, is designed to im- 
prove the combat efficiency of troops by 
increasing confidence in their weapons 
and increasing marksmanship ability. 

Maj. Gen. William B. Bradford, Assist- 
ant Chief of Staff, G-3, for Army Field 
Forces, said, “the Army is not so much 
interested in promoting competitive 
shooting as in encouraging our soldiers 
to become more proficient in the use of 
the weapons with which they will fight.” 

Under the new program each company 
level commander will determine from 
annual individual qualification firing and 
other records, the 10 best rifle marksmen 
and the 10 best pistol shots in his 
company. 

Each battalion or equivalent sized unit 
will conduct an inter-company match, 
involving men previously chosen by com- 
pany level commanders, to determine 
the 10 best rifle marksmen and the 10 
best pistol shots in the battalion. To as- 
sure complete representation the 10 best 
in the battalion will include at least one 
member from each company. 

The progressive program will then call 
for an inter-battalion match to select be- 
tween 20 and 25 of the best rifle marks- 
men and between 10 and 15 of the best 
pistol shots in the regiment, or compara- 
ble unit. 

Each division or post-level commander 
will conduct an inter-regimental match 
involving those men previously chosen 
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by the regimental level commanders to 
determine the best riflemen and pistol 
shots in the division. 

The program will then lead to the se- 
lection of the best qualified individuals 
to compete in Army area matches for se- 
lection for membership on all-Army rifle 
and pistol teams. 

In addition to competitive shooting as 
a part of the regular training program 
utilizing organic military weapons, the 
M1 Rifle and the caliber .45 pistol, recre- 
ational and sports shooting is being en- 
couraged.

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Army’s Atomic Manual 
(Continued from First Page) 
division being wiped out. The “most reli- 
able” weapon for use with troops, he said, 
is artillery. “That is the type of weapon 
we have to have in support of infantry 
troops, and we are working at it hard.” 

Since the atomic tests at Eniwetok, 
General Hull said, “great advances have 
been made in the atomic field in the de- 
velopment of weapons to meet new re- 
quirements.” He said guided missiles could 
also be used in support of ground forces 
since they are capable of “round the 
clock operation,” have a range greater 
than artillery and an accuracy which is 
“comparable.” 

Although aircraft will carry most of the 
atomic weapons, he said, “it doesn’t meet 
all requirements.” General Hull did not 
indicate how far advanced the Army is 
in development of atomic artillery but 
he revealed that the new tactical doctrine 
for A-weapons embodies insructions for 
the use of such a weapon. 

The new manual was written at the 
Command and General Staff College, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans., worked-over in 
Washington by the Army G-3 staff, Gen- 
eral Hull and General J. Lawton Collins, 
Army Chief of Staff, before it received 
final approval and was printed. General 
Hull said it is currently classified “Re- 
stricted.” 

Troops which ‘made up the maneuver 
force for last Tuesday’s atomic explosion 
included men from the 31st and 47th divi- 
sions, the 11th Airborne division, the 11th 
Armored Regiment, and a medical detach- 
ment of men from all over the Sixth Army 
area. Two squadrons of the 140th Fighter 
Bomber Group also occupied the forward 
foxholes. With them were General Hull, 
Lt. Gen. Joseph M. Swing, Sixth Army 
commander, Brig. Gen. Harry P. Storke, 
commanding general of Camp Desert 
Rock, and Brig. Gen. Frank Dorn, deputy 
director of Army Public Information, 

General Hull said he was particularly 
interested in the psychological effect of 
the atomic explosion on the troops. Im- 
mediately after the flash, he said, “we 
stood up and waited just a few seconds 
for the power of the blast.” When it came 
—observers have said it was equivalent to 
being hit by a large wave on the beach 
—General Hull said “the men took it in 
their stride. They seemed to know what 
it was and to respect it, but were not un- 
duly impressed.” 

The blast was the largest ever to be 
set off in the States. Immediately after 
the drop, radiological monitors were dis- 
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patched by jeep and helicopter to the 
burst area, and when it was determined 
that the area was free from contamina- 
tion, the maneuver force was moved for- 
ward to “ground zero” from which point 
they made an assault across the blast area 
against a simulated enemy. Paratroopers 
of the 82d Airborne Division had been 
dropped in the rear area to prevent the 
“enemy” from coming into the blast sector 
from the other side.

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Defend Big Carrier 


Two of the Navy’s top officials made | 
strong appeals this week for the reten- | 
tion of funds in the 1953 budget for the 
second Forrestal-class carrier, recently 
eliminated from appropriations by the 
House of Representatives. 

Admiral William M. Fechteler, Chief 
of Naval Operations, said “The elimina- 
tion of the carrier could not . .. have 
been based upon considerations of econo- 
my” since the Navy “offered to accept a 
cut equal to the cost of the carrier -in 
other and smaller ships of the building 
program.” 

Speaking before the Bond Club of New 
York on 25 April, Admiral Fechteler said 
to deny the Navy this type of ship is no 
more sensible than would be a prohibi- 
tion on the lengthening of runways on 
shore. He said he sees in the loss “what 
appears to be a failure to appreciate na- 
val needs and the value of the naval 
component of our overall military air 
strength.” 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy for 
Air John F. Floberg, addressing a Navy 
League Luncheon in Washington on 24 
April, said he failed to see “how we can 
logically as a nation undertake a pro- 
gram of investing billions of dollars in 
overseas bases and overseas-based forces 
and then hesitate to invest a relatively 
small fraction of those billions in the 
instruments most essential to making 
those bases tenable and those forces sup- 
portable.” 

He said he used “instruments” in the 
plural because he believes “the program 
of ten Forrestal class carriers to which 
the Secretary of the Navy recently re- 
ferred has just one thing questionable 
about it—I doubt that we can afford to 
build those ships at as slow a rate as 








one a year.”

Travel Payment Denied 


In decision B-107808, relative to a 
travel voucher of Kenneth V. Hubbard, 
GM 2, USN, the Comptroller General 
has ruled that a child who was under 
5 years of age on the date of change of 
station and could therefore have trav- 
elled free on a common carrier is not 
entitled to transportation at government 
expense for travel after reaching the age 
of five years. The decision follows: 

“While under Joint Travel Regulations 
promulgated pursuant to section 303 (c) of 
the Career Compensation Act of 1949, mem- 
bers of the uniformed services are entitled 
to transportation of dependents 5 years of 
age or over at Government expense upon a 
permanent change of station, a Navy en- 
listed man whose right to transportation of 
dependents accrued while his chiid, because 
of age, could have traveled free by common 
carrier, but such travel was not performed 
until after the child became 5 years of age, 
is not entitled to transportation of the child 
at Government expense.”’

time required for the winning of World 
War II might have been shortened mate- 
rially. It is interesting to speculate on 
what might have happened at Bataan if 
the long-range transport aircraft which 
we now possess had been available in De- 
cember of 1941 to carry men and supplies 
to our forces in the Philippines. 

The importante of air transportation 
in any future war will be much greater 
than was the case in World War II. We 
know that in any future conflict we must 
be ready for immediate action upon the 
outbreak of hostilities. This requirement 
of ability to take immediate action ap- 
plies to transport aircraft as much as it 
does to combat equipment. The two must 
go together and the transport aircraft 
must be ready to support the fighting 
forces without any delay. 

The Civil Reserve Air Fleet Plan is 
based on this concept of readiness for 
immediate use. 

Under the first phase of the plan, 331 
4engine aircraft will be earmarked im- 
mediately for use when needed to pro- 
vide airlift to support military opera- 
tions. The planes selected will all be the 
4engine long-range type including the 
DC-6, the DC-6A, the DC-6B, the Con- 
stellation, the Boeing Stratocruiser and 
the DC-4 or C-54. 

Starting as quickly as definite plans 
can be completed, these planes will be 
given certain relatively minor modifica- 
tions to fit them for long-range over- 
water operations, They will need certain 
navigational, communication and identi- 
fication equipment, as well as life rafts 
and rescue equipment, including provi- 
sion for a navigator station with neces- 
sary items such as sextant, IFF equip- 
ment, radar altimeter, and additional HF 
communications equipment, some of 
which is not used in their present com- 
mercial operations. This equipment will 
not be installed in the planes, but will 
be stored in locations where it will be 
readily available for installation upon 
the outbreak of hostilities, but will in 


no way interfere with the use of the 


planes for normal commercial opera- 
tions. The additional weight involved will 
vary from 3 or 4 pounds to 40 or 50 


pounds, depending on the type and model | 


concerned. 
Modify Planes 
These modifications to fit the planes to 
receive the necessary long-range over- 
water equipment will be made by the air- 


lines when the planes come in for engine | 


change, and it is expected that no out- 
of-service time will be involved. Modifica-

When completed, we should have a fleet | 
of airplanes ready for immediate use in | 
case of necessity.

plan is to provide a national defense re- 
serve of air transportation, at low cost 
to the taxpayer, by placing a portion of 
the commercial airplane fleet in such 
condition that the airlines could start 
long-range over-water flying in support 
of military operations immediately upon 
occurrence of a military emergency. 

Under the plan the Reserve Fleet is 
divided into two categories: the First 
Line Reserve, which is anticipated, will 
be kept in service continuously during the 
war, and a Second Line Reserve, which 
on the basis of existing plans, will be 
py lee” only a relatively short period 

The program contemplates th 
Reserve Fleet will be operated by al on 
lines under contract with the govern- 
ment, This will give the Department of 
Defense the use not only of the civil air- 
line planes, but also of the management 
ability, the organization and know-how 
of the air carriers. 

This plan is the result of work which 
has been carried on for the past several 
years by the National Security Resources 
Board Task Force, industry and govern- 
ment committees, and the Military Air 
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Transport Ad Hoc Staff Group made up 
jointly of reserve and regular Air Force 
officers which prepared the final plan last 
summer. 

Manpower Problem 


A number of problems remain to be 
solved. Perhaps the most difficult one is 
the manpower question, which is essen- 
tially no different than in other indus- 
tries but which is perhaps accentuated 
in air transportation by the fact that, in 
time of war, utilization of civil aircraft, 
both those operated by the Deparmtent 
of Defense and those remaining in com- 
mercial operations, will be greatly in- 
creased, probably as much as 40 to 50 
per cent.

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“*Fear of Flying’ Policy 
Told By AF Secretary 


Secretary of the Air Force Thomas K. 
Finletter this week released a policy 
statement concerning “fear of flying” 
cases amidst the disclosure of 14 in- 
stances where Air Force officers have re- 
fused to fly. 

Two officers have been convicted by 
court martial, one at Keesler AFB, Miss., 
and the other at Biggs AFB, Tex. Both 
were sentenced to dishonorable dis- 
charges and one was given a two year 
prison sentence in addition. Neither case 
has yet been reviewed by the Secretary. 

Secretary Finletter made known his 
views in a statement to the Personnel 
Council at USAF Headquarters. The text 
of the Secretary’s statement follows: 

‘1. For your guidance in reviewing and 
arriving at recommendations in revocation 
cases, involving avoidance of flying duty, 
I will give you my views on this subject: 

“a. Training leading to a flying rating has 
always been and must remain entirely volun- 
tary. Once rated, crew assignments become 
a miltary duty, including refresher training 
as needed. Officers must be expected to as- 
sume this duty willingly for a considerable 
period of time subsequent to their expensive 
training. So long as the rated officer is physi- 
eally and professionaly qualified, and so 
long as his services are needed in a rated 
eapacity, voluntary suspension from flying 
status will be approved only under the most 
unusual circumstances. 

“b. To insure that the emotionally sick 
is identified and given proper medical con- 
sideration, an individual who professes in 
writing, or who otherwise exhibits an inca- 
pacitating fear of flying will be examined 
by medical officers. If found disqualified due 
to psychoneurosis he will be grounded and 
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given proper medical treatment.

USAF Bomber Wing to France 


General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF 
Chief of Staff, announced on 22 April 
that the 137th Fighter Bomber Wing, 
equipped with Republic F-84 Thunder- 
jets, will soon be deployed to France 
for duty with the NATO forces. 

The 137th Wing, stationed at Alex- 
andria AFB, La., will be the third USAF 
combat unit stationed in France as a 
part of NATO forces. The 126th Bomb 
Wing, Light, and the 117th Tactical Re- 
connaissance Wing are now in France 
under command of Lt. Gen. Lauris Nor- 
stad, USAF, Commanding General, Allied 
Air Forces, Central Europe. 

Composed of former Air National 
Guard squadrons from Kansas, Georgia 
and Oklahoma, the 137th was ordered 
into active military service in October 
1950. 

The wing is commanded by Col. Joseph 
H. Moore, who is credited with being 
one of the first U. S. pilots to shoot down 
a Japanese Zero on the day the United 
States entered World War II. 

The 137th is currently completing 
operational training with General John 
K. Cannon’s Tactical Air Command. It 
participated in Exercise “Southern Pine,” 
the joint Army-Air Force maneuver held 
in North Carolina last summer, and was 
recently engaged in Exercise “Long- 
horn.”

Chief of Staff declared. 

General Spaatz called attention also 
to the fact that there has been no steady 
program for training pilots since the end 
of World War II. He said that if suffi- 
cient manpower had been trained, it 
would not have been necessary to recall 
pilots who served in World War II. 

General Spaatz warned that délay in 
expanding the Air Force “would be an 
unwise risk,” and added that “the 
stretch-out will cost the taxpayer more 
than if we speed aircraft production.” 

He maintained that “if we had an Air 
Force greater than Russia has, we could 
be sure that Russia would not start 
World War III.” : 

Senator Johnson said his Committee 
will issue a report which will be “as 
rigidly factual as within our power. That 
which merits praise will be praised; that 
which has earned censure will be cen- 
sured. 

“This situation is far too serious to 
be handled hastily or injudiciously,” 
Senator Johnson continued. “The stake 
is the life of our Nation and for a stake 
of that magnitude, our people cannot af- 
ford to play a losing game.”

officers, which requires Secretary of De- 
fense approval on the grounds of “hard- 
ship” or “good of the service” for the 
retirement of a Regular officer before 
reaching statutory age. 

The House action in restricting re- 
cruiting funds to 25 per cent of current 
expenditures will be strongly opposed. 
The Air Force and Navy will cite par- 
ticularly the current problem of obtain- 
ing sufficient aviation cadets and will 
maintain that without funds for recruit- 
ing it will be impossible to achieve per- 
sonnel goals on a voluntary basis. 

Limitations on transportation of 
household goods imposed by the House 
will also be opposed by Pentagon wit- 
nesses before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 


President Hits Cuts 


President Truman late last week as- 
sailed the action in cutting the defense 
budget. Speaking at the dedication of 
national headquarters of AMVETS in 
Washington, D. C., the President said: 

“Our national defense program can’t wait 
on petty policies. 

“If this cut stays in the bill as it is finally 
passed by the Congress, it will upset the 
planning and scheduling of our entire de- 
fense program. We may have to start can- 
celing contracts. Just as we reach the point 
where we can produce the latest and most 
modern weapons in many lines, we may have 
to cut that production off. 

“Now if anybody thinks that’s economy 
he ought to have his head examined. It’s 
the worst kind of waste. It is terribly dan- 
gerous. And all you veterans—you men who 
know what modern war means—ought to be 
very much concerned about it. And I believe 
you are.’”’ 

Concluding his address, the President 
said: 

“If we slash our appropriations for na- 
tional security, we can undo all the work 
we have done up to this time to prevent 
another world war. 

“It’s foolish to say that we can’t afford 
to protect ourselves. The truth is that we 
can't afford to spare any effort to prevent 
another world war. Nobody can calculate 
the cost of the next world war—if it comes. 
Anything we spend to prevent it is trifling 
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compared with what such a disaster would 
cost us and the rest of the world. 

“This great country of ours—stronger and 
more productive than ever—does not face 
a danger of internal collapse. To reduce our 
defense because of exaggerated fears about 
the health of our economy, is just simply 
sheer folly. The real danger we face is 
external aggression. The real danger is an 
all-out attack on the peace of the world by 
a fanatical and powerful tyranny. And we 
want to prevent that. We can prevent it. 

“‘You who have fought in one great world 
war know that no effort we can make to 
prevent another is too much. It is up to you 
to bring this message home to the American 
people. It is up to you to help build up our 
defenses. It is up to you to keep the alliance 
of free nations strong so that we may suc- 
ceed in having world peace in your time.”’

Atomic Preparedness. The fears of those crit- 
ics who claimed that the Armed Services are 
over emphasizing conventional weapons and not 
taking full advantage of atomic developments 
should now be pretty well dispelled. Army troops 
have actually been present in sizable numbers 
at two actual bomb drops at the Nevada proving 
ground. The second such participation consti- 
tuted a most valuable tactical maneuver with 
both Army and Marine Corps personnel taking 
part. It has now been revealed that the Army 
has prepared and printed a tactical doctrine for 
the employment of atomic weapons in support 
of ground troops and that atomic artillery is in 
being and that it knows how to use it. The Air 
Force, of course, has the delivery of atomic 
bombs, up to the extreme range of modern air- 
craft, as one of its primary missions. The Navy, 
from tests at Bikini, knows just what the A-bomb 
can do to its various types of warships and is 
prepared with counter measures. One of the 
prime functions of the new Marlin P5M1 flying 
boats, deliveries of which have already begun, 
is to seek out and destroy enemy submarines 
which may be carrying atomic weapons to launch 
from off our coast lines. 

The Navy’s surface, submarine, and aircraft 
are prepared to utilize atomic weapons as they 
are developed. 

The Marine Corps has revised its amphibious 
tactics to circumvent the threat of atomic re- 
taliation. 

From what is already made public—and there 
must be much more too confidential to discuss— 
it is evident that all the Armed Services are con- 
stantly alert to the significance of the atomic 
age and are continually revising their plans both 
for offense.and defense. Nevertheless, there has 
been nothing yet to encourage the view that a 
war could be won, or a nation defended, without 
the use of the older conventional weapons and 
forces of warfare. 


Pay Delayed Again. The failure of the Sen- 
ate-House conferees to reach an understanding 
on the cost-of-living pay increase for the Armed 
Services, and the uncertainty as to when they 
will meet again to continue deliberations empha- 
size the delays which have plagued this impor- 
tant piece of defense legislation. 

The situation is such now that there is little 
hope that it can be enacted prior to 1 May, which 
means another month’s delay in its effective date 
and, hence, the loss of an additional $40,000,000 
to $70,000,000 to Service personnel. However, 
the provision for the effective date is one of the 
points of differences between the two versions, 
so that the conferees, if they are so inclined, can 
reword that section to give the measure an 
earlier date. As it stands now, the House bill 
would make it effective the first of the month 
following enactment, while the Senate version 
would put it into effect the first of the month in 
which it is enacted. 

The bill got off to a late start, for the Depart- 
ment of Defense did not formally ask its enact- 
ment until 4 October 1951, by which time the 
10 per cent pay increase for civilian employees of 
the government had been thoroughly thrashed 
out in Congress. In fact, the civilian increase was 
finally approved, retroactive to 1 July 1951, on 
20 October. Under the enthusiastic sponsorship 
of Representative Paul J. Kilday, the House sub- 
committee went right to work, so that the full 
committee was able to report the measure on 16 
October. But it was too late to bring it up in that 
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session, so that approval by the House was de- 
layed until 15 January. More than a month later, 
on 29 February, the Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee reported out its half-strength amend- 
ments. Another month passed before the bill was 
brought to the floor of the Senate where the 
watered-down version was approved on 31 March. 
More than three weeks elapsed before a meeting 
of the conferees was called, but even then they 
failed to agree. 

It should be noted that after the conferees 


agree and file their reports, much yet remains to 
be done before the bill becomes law—both 
Houses must vote approval of the report, an 
engrossed bill must be printed, the President of 
the Senate and the Speaker of the House must 
sign the engrossed bill, it must be sent to the 
White House where normal proceedure requires 
that it be submitted to all the executive agencies 
concerned as well as to the Bureau of the Budget 
for checking and comment, after which, if there 
are no hitches, the President affixes his signature. 
For measures which Congress thinks are particu- 
larly important, steps have been taken to expedite 
this proceedure. It is still possible for the con- 
ferees to reach an agreement and get behind the 
measure in time for approval before next 
Wednesday, 30 April. But this cannot be done 
unless more interest is shown than has been the 
case thus far.

Flight vs. Combat Pay 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 
I, for one, totally agree with Sena- 


* tor Douglas in his attempt to rectify 


the injustices of hazardous duty pay. 
If the country cannot stand the 
strain of extra hazard pay for all 
Services of the combat arms at the 
level now paid the Air Force and 
Submariners, then why not either 
level it for all or do away with it 
entirely in time of war or national 
emergency? After all, infantrymen 
must surely need as much incentive 
to go into combat as anyone else. 
Perhaps, a great deal more consid- 
ering both the risks and the type 
of existence they have to face. 
Flight pay, jump pay, submarine pay, 
etc., have their place in times of 
peace, but in time of war it is grossly 
unjust. 

It seems to me that the Depart- 
ment of Defense, the Army, the 
Navy and the Air Force owe it to 
the Congress and the people to be a 
bit more critical of their own sepa- 
rate and combined policies. If the 
country cannot afford the fairly lav- 
ish standard of hazardous duty pay 
now in effect for the Air Force, for 
instance, then why not propose a 
lower but fairer standard for all in- 
curring the risks of combat or why 
have any at all for anyone if such 
a strain is likely to endanger the 
country? If the services are over- 
brassed should they then complain 
if Congress tries to set a promotion 
policy? If a 10 per cent pay increase 
means.less guns and less planes, 
shouldn’t we, perhaps, be satisfied to 
rectify some of the injustices of too 
little military housing for company 
grade officers and non-coms on serv- 


ice installations with their addi- 
tional loss of the privileges of medi- 
cal care, dependent schools, commis- 
sary and PX use, etc. which go so 
often hand in hand with residence 
of military posts and stations? 

We must certainly stand up for 
our rights but sometimes I wonder 
if we are sure enough that they are 
rights or merely existing privileges 
gotten a little out of hand or, in 
comparison to the needs of the coun- 
try, a bit unnecessary at this time. 
However, this is just the opinion of 
one Army wife and, you guessed it, 
the wife of an infantryman.

Adm. Carney Returns 


DMIRAL ROBERT B. CARNEY, 
Commander-in-Chief Eastern Atlan- 
tic and Mediterranean, returned this 
week to his Naples headquarters, follow- 
ing several days of conference with the 
Chief of Naval Operations and others. 
Included among his publicly stated rec- 
ommendations was the dispatch of addi- 
tional carriers to the Sixth Fleet (“all I 
can get”) in order both to maintain 
proper readiness of his own establish- 
ment and to make up in some measure 
for what he bluntly described as the 
“desperate shortage” of land-based air 
in the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion’s Southern Sector, Europe. 

It will be remembered that Admiral 
Carney’s second responsibility is that of 
Commander-in-Chief of that NATO Sec- 
tor, under General Eisenhower, and it 
was to that part of his labors that most 
of the questioning was directed at his 
mid-stay press conference. (Incidentally, 
Washington then got its first look at 
the new insignia of the Southern Sector, 
a green-and-gold shield worn on the left 
chest below the service ribbons; it de- 
Picts the Lion of St. Mark in his conven- 
tional pose with one paw holding a sword 
at the ready.) 

There was special interest in the Ad- 
miral’s fleeting remarks on the recent 
Grand Slam maneuver (noting progress 
in the several fleets’ coordination) and 
his measured assurance that, while there 
would be losses, he believed the Mediter- 
ranean naval resources of NATO suffi- 
cient to cope with enemy submarines; 
the matter of relative air power, as noted 
above, is something else. He took occa- 
Sion to speak with pride of the modern 
carrier’s ability to defend itself against 
alr attack (vide. Okinawa), and to ex- 
Plain that worry over enemy air is partly 
occasioned by the present lack of cover 
‘or convoys which would be necessary 
in time of war. All Allied surface fleets 
are short in escort types and in mine- 
Sweepers but these shortages are on the 
way to gradual correction. The British 
Mediterranean fleet, he observed, is not 
under the NATO Southern Sector com-

The 
meetings were longer than usual, and it is assumed that various procedures for 
repatriation were discussed at length, and alternative proposals explored in detail, 
but no announcement of progress was made by the negotiators. The Communist 
radio indicated there were no favorable developments. Heretofore, the Reds have 
wanted all prisoners held by the Allies returned to their control, including those 
who have repudiated Communism. The Allies insist that only those prisoners 
who do not object to repatriation will be returned. Any reconciliation of these 
widely separated positions will be difficult. Rumors that new prisoner-of-war pro- 
posals had been made by each side led to reports that an important break in the 
truce negotiations was imminent, but there was no official verification of this 
speculation. 

The Communists were given this week a list of six new prison camps estab- 
lished by the Allies in South Korea, in the general vicinity of Masan, near the 
southern coast. These are in addition to those on Koje Island, off the south coast 
of Korea, where there were two recent bloody riots among the Red prisoners. 
Officially, the new camps were formed to ease “crowded conditions, encouraging 
intrigue and disorders” among the 130,000 prisoners, and the move was expected 
to lead to “improvement of discipline and control of unruly Communist agitators 
among the prisoners.” There is speculation that the new prison stockades are 
preliminary to the proposed exchange of prisoners, providing a means by which 
those to be returned to Communist custody might be readily separated from 
those who have chosen to remain in South Korea. Later, the Reds will be given 
rosters of those moved to each of the new camps from Koje Island. 

The sessions of another joint committee of Korean armistice negotiators, deal- 
ing with proposed truce terms were slightly longer this week than last, and much 
more acrimonious. A Red representative said that the Allies should “give up your 
illusions” about banning military airfield construction in North Korea during the 
proposed armistice, and an Allied spokesman told the Reds that “your attitude 
clearly indicates that you have not come to these conferences to negotiate an 
armistice.” Despite this wrangling, the fate of the proposed truce appears to rest 
not on decisions on airfield construction, or acceptance or rejection of Russia as 
one of the neutral supervisors, but rather on the ability of the prisoner-of-war 
committee to arrive at a mutually satisfactory solution of its problems. 

General Matthew B. Ridgway, USA, Commander-in-Chief of United Nations 
forces, said in a telephone interview from Tokyo this week that he still regards 
as uncertain the prospects for a Korean truce, unless Allied negotiators sacrifice 
principles on which they will not yield. Similarly, recent radio broadcasts from 
Peiping appear to reflect Red pessimism concerning the likelihood of an armistice 
in the near future. Nevertheless, observers in Korea and certain Washington offi- 
cials still are hopeful of an end to Korean hostilities on terms satisfactory to the 
United Nations, though optimism was considerably less than two weeks ago. 
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THE STATE DEPARTMENT this week made public the names of 42 American 
civilians, many of them missionaries, imprisoned in Red China, and of 20 others 
who are under house arrest, with their movements severely curtailed. For two 
years the department had followed the policy of withholding detailed information 
concerning such arrests, in the hope that this might facilitate negotiations for 
the release of those held. The decision to make public the list of Americans 
arrested by the Reds was reported to have been reached after the United States 
was informed by the British foreign office that it had made little or no progress 
in efforts to secure the release of the imprisoned Americans. 

Reports from Indo-China indicate that French Union forces are systematically 
wiping out two rebel Viet Minh Communist regiments northeast of Hanoi. More 
than 1,500 Reds have been captured and many others killed. French expectations 
are that when current operations have been concluded the toll of Communist- 
led rebels will be from 4,000 to 6,000 killed or captured, and the vital Red River 
delta will have been cleared of the enemy. 


IN THIS HEMISPHERE, the victorious revolutionary party in Bolivia con- 
solidated its new government, and appeared to have the support of labor leaders 
in a series of far-reaching changes in the economic structure of the nation. The 
labor leaders have called for nationalization of mines and railroads, and for 
agrarian reforms. It was also announced that they would work for diversification 
of industry as a base for economic sovereignty, and for social and cultural better- 
ment of the entire population. Nationalization of Bolivian mines would be a 
matter of pressing interest to this country, since they constitute an important 
source of tin. For a considerable period there have been no exports of tin to the 
United States from Bolivia, because of the Bolivian demand for a price substan- 
tially higher than that for which tin may be procured from Malaya. Whether or 
not nationalization of Bolivian tin mines would improve trade with the United 
States is problematical. The leader of the Bolivian revolt and the acting president 
of the country is reported to be a close friend of Juan Peron, dictator of Argentina, 
and may install a Peron-type government. 


ITALY LAID THE KEEL LAST Thursday of its first post-war destroyer, and 
announced plans to start building five more in the near future. The new ship is 
a 2,700-ton modern destroyer, to be known as the Indomito. The end of World War 
II left Italy without a fleet. She lost 900 ships during the war and the rest went 
to Russia, Yugoslavia, France and Greece as reparations. At the laying of the keel 
of the new destroyer at the Ansaldo shipyard at Leghorn Defense Minister 
Randolfo thanked the United States for the ships given to Italy and said that the 
ship-building program was necessary to provide a navy to guard the merchant 
fleet and the country. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN at his regular weekly press conference last Thursday 
was quoted as saying that an ultimatum by the United States forced the Russians 
out of Iran in 1946 and similar determined action prevented the seizure of Trieste 
by Jugoslavia. Subsequently a White House press secretary said that the President 
was using the word ultimatum in a layman’s sense, and not in its technical, diplo- 
matic meaning. A strong note was sent to the Soviet government through regular 
diplomatic channels in March 1946, and in May, after protests had been made to 
the United Nations, the Russian troops ended their occupation of a portion of 
northern Iran. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Incentive Pay Hearings—After hearing testimony from top Service officials 
last week concerning incentive and hazardous duty pay, the special Senate Armed 
Services Subcommittee, headed by Senator Hunt (D-Wyo.) held no sessions this 
week and no new meeting was scheduled as THE JOURNAL went to press. 

Meantime, as was disclosed last week, Senator Douglas (D-Ill.) has introduced 
legislation to cut flight and submarine pay to $30 a month, set parachute pay at 
$50 a month, eliminate the $100 monthly bonus for doctors and dentists and reduce 
overseas allowances by 50 per cent. 

Senator Douglas can be expected to press for approval of these cuts when the 
Senate considers the 1953 appropriations bill. At the Pentagon, Service officials are 
greatly concerned. 

At the same time that efforts are being made to slash incentive and hazardous 
duty pay, the Air Force and Navy are reporting serious difficulties in obtaining 
sufficient young men with necessary qualifications for aviation cadet training. 


New General Staff Sec’y.—Brig. Gen. Martin F. Hass, who has been Secretary 
of the General Staff since October, 1950, has been reassigned to the Caribbean Com- 
mand. Col. John C. Oakes, who has been executive to General Hass, will succeed 
him as Secretary of the General Staff. 


Airmen Area Preference—In order of preference, these are the areas to which 
airmen returning from overseas want to be assigned: Northeast, Atlantic Coast, 
South, Middle West, Southwest, West, and Northwest. 

The Air Force said that 82 per cent of those to be rotated in June have been 
given an assignment which would satisfy either the first or second choice. 


Marine Corps Retention Board—The Office of Marine Corps Public Information 
stated this week that THE JOURNAL was in error in its article last week concerning 
the action of the Marine Corps Board convened to select officers for retention under 
the Officer Personnel Act. THE JouRNAL had reported that “although the exact num- 
ber of officers considered by the Marine Corps board was not made known, THE 
JOURNAL has determined that at least seven officers were eligible for consideration.” 
The Public Information office now states officially that only four officers were 
eligible for consideration and that all four were selected for retention. 

The Officer Personnel Act of 1947, as amended by the second session of the 81st 
Congress provides that all Marine Corps major generals who complete five years’ 
service in that grade or 35 years’ total commissioned service, whichever is later, shall 
be placed on the retired list on 30 June of the fiscal year in which they complete 
such service provided they are not selected by a retention board. 

In addition to those selected, however, the Marine Corps has three other perma- 
nent major generals who appear to have served in that rank at least since 1947 (all 
three are listed in two-star rank in the 1 July 1947 Register of Commissioned and 
Warrant Officers of the United States Navy and Marine Corps). Two of these officers 
first entered on active service in the Spring of 1916—more than 36 years ago; and 
the other was first commissioned in the Spring of 1917—more than 35 years ago. 

The Marine Corps explains, however, that the official Navy Register does not 
reflect the true service or time in grade of the officers listed. These factors can be 
determined only from the officers’ official records, the Marine Corps said. 


Army PL, 810 Retirements—The Army has retired over 3,500 Reserve and National 
Guard officérs under provisions of Title III, Public Law 810 of the 80th Congress. 
This statute permits retirement benefits for officers who have 20 years’ creditable 
service and who have reached the age of 60. 

Latest official statistics show 3,645 retirements, including 26 major generals 
and 74 brigadier generals. Also retired were 1,273 colonels, 1,108 lieutenant colonels, 
758 majors, 339 captains, 45 first lieutenants, 12 second lieutenants, and 10 warrant 
officers. 


Fighting Family—Two sons of Maj. Gen. M. H. Silverthorn, USMC, have arrived 
in Korea to fight with the First Marine Division. They are Capt. Russell L. Silver- 
thorn, and ist Lt. Robert S. Silverthorn. 

Captain Silverthorn is serving with the 5th Marines, with whom also served 
his brother, Maj. M. H. Silverthorn, jr., now on duty at Marine Corps Headquarters. 
Their father fought with the Fifth Marines in France in World War I. 

General and Mrs. Silverthorn reside at Parris Island, S. C., where he is 
Commanding General of the Marine Corps Recruit Depot. He is a former Assistant 
Commandant of the Marine Corps. 


Transfer Food Service Expert—Maj. Katharine E. Manchester, Women’s Medical 
Specialist Corps, who has just completed more than two years of special duty as 
research assistant on the staff of Col. Frederick H. Gibbs, chief of the Hospital 
Methods Improvement Branch in the Office of the Army Surgeon General, has been 
ordered to Europe. Charged with streamlining the food service organization in large 
Army hospitals, Major Manchester is well known throughout the country. For the 
past year, she has been assigned to the management studies project at Valley Forge 
Army Hospital, Phoenixville, Pa. 


Asst. SecNav Wins Wings—Assistant Secretary of the Navy for Air John F. 
Floberg has qualified as a carrier pilot after making three solo landings aboard the 
USS Cabot at Pensacola last week-end. A former Naval officer, the Secretary piloted 
a North American SNJ. 


Army Field Forces—Col. Philip D. Ginder, who has just returned from Berlin, 
Germany, where he commanded the 6th Infantry Regiment, has been appointed 
assistant chief of staff, G-2 (Intelligence) at the Office, Chief of Army Field Forces, 
Ft. Monroe, Va., General Mark W. Clark, Chief of Army Field Forces, announced 
this week. 

Mrs. Ginder is the Broadway writer and producer, Jean Dalrymple, who is 
now in New York readying her own play, “The Quiet Room” for production. She 
also is producing a Charles Robinson play, “October Gal,” which is scheduled to 
open on Broadway this fall. Colonel and Mrs. Ginder will make their home at Ft. 
Monroe.

Reserve Officer Policy—The Department of Defense reportedly was coordinating 
late this week an announcement concerning the policy which the Army and Air 
Force will follow in the matter of Reserve officers who have received temporary 
promotions while on extended active duty and who are now returning to civilian life. 

It is known that the Reserve and National Guard Committees of both Services 
have examined recommendations and an early statement is anticipated. 

There is a possibility that in lower ranks the Reserve officers may be given 
permanent Reserve status in their temporary grades, while for the field grades it 
is conceivable that minimum time-in-grade and age qualifications will have to be met. 

What has complicated the solution of this problem is the delay in the trans- 
mittal to Congress of the Reserve Officer Promotion Bill, promised originally for 
1 Feb. 

Meantime, there’s an opposite aspect of the Reserve rank problem. In a number 
of cases—there are, for example, about 3000 in the Air Force—Reserve officers are 
serving on active duty in grades below the rank they hold in the Reserve. Con- 
ceivably, if these officers are not promoted in the forthcoming third cycle of tem- 
porary officer promotions in the Air Force, they will be permitted to apply for 
separation. Since this group has been screened previously at least twice on a “fully 
qualified” basis, the probability is that a large number will not be selected for 
advancement in the third cycle. 


Mule Train Tests—Three Army mules have been transported from Camp Carson, 
Colo., to Ft. Benning, Ga., for special tests to be conducted by Army Field Forces 
Board No. 3. The Army wants to find out how much of an Infantry regiment’s equip- 
ment can be carried by mules. The Army wants to know also what kind of carrying 
saddle is most efficient. 

A press release from Ft. Benning, Ga., concluded with this observation: “A mule 
costs only about $1 per day to maintain, including feeding and equipment. An in- 
dividual soldier costs at least six times that much for a day’s maintenance, and can 
only do a third the work of a mule.” 


Waves to Unusual Assignments—Two wemen officers of the Navy have been as- 
signed to new duties in fields formerly occupied only by male officers. 

Lt. Francina Stonesifer, until recently with the PIO offices of the Secretary of 
Defense, has been assigned to duty in the office of the Naval Attache of the United 
States Embassy in Oslo, Norway. She is the first Wave to receive such an assign- 
ment, and the first woman in the U. S. military service to be assigned to duty In 
Norway. 

At the same time, the Navy announced that Lt. Ruth Carolyn White has be- 
come the first Navy woman officer on active duty to be designated as an engineer. 
She has been assigned to duty as Electronics Training Assistant in the Navy Bureau 
of Ships. Lieutenant White was trained at the Navy Radar School, Harvard Uni- 
versity, and at Massachusetts Institute of Technology. She has been classified as an 
Engineering Duty Officer, Electronics.

Brig. Gen. Raymond Alexander Kelser, 
59, USA-Ret., former Chief of the Army 
Veterinary Corps and discoverer of 





rinderpest vaccine, died 16 April at his 
home in Philadelphia. Since retiring from 
the Army on 31 Jan. 1946, General Kelser 
had served as Dean of the University 
of Pennsylvania School of Veterinary 
Medicine. 7 

One of the country’s leading basteriolo- 
gists and immunologists, General Kelser de- 
veloped a greatly improved vaccine for 
rinderpest, the dreaded ‘‘cattle plague"’ of 
Europe and Asia, while serving on the Med- 
ical Department Research Board in the 
Philippines from 1927-28. The large-scale use 
of the vaccine he developed enabled the 
Philippine Government to eradicate rinder- 
pest from the Islands in a short time. 

General Kelser was also renowned for his 
discovery of the mode of transmission of 
equine encephalomyelitis, also known as 
‘“‘Kansas horse plague’’ or ‘‘forage poison- 
ing,’’ which has killed vast numbers of 
horses in this country. In 1932-33 he carried 
out a series of experiments proving that the 
virus of this disease is transmitted by mos- 
quitoes. 

General Kelser was commissioned a first 
lieutenant in the Army Veterinary Corps in 
1918. He helped organize and later com- 
manded the first Army veterinary labora- 
tory at Letterman Army Hospital in San 
Francisco. He also commanded the Veteri- 
nary Laboratory Section of the Army Medi- 
cal School (now the Army Medical Service 
Graduate School) in Washington, D. C., 
from 1921 to 1925 and again from 1928 to 
1933. 

During this period General Kelser was an 
instructor in infectious diseases and bac- 
teriology at the old Army Veterinary School 
and American University. He was named a 
Fellow in bacteriology at the Harvard Uni- 
versity Medical School in 1933 and juined 
the Army Medical Research Board in An- 
con, C. Z., two years later. In 1938 General 
Kelser was appointed Chief of the Veterinary 
Corps and served in the Office of the Surgeon 
General in Washington in that capacity 
throughout World War II. 

He also served as chairman of the Ameri- 
can delegation on the Joint American-Ca- 
nadian Commission on Rinderpest during 
the war years. 

General Kelser was the holder of the 
Distinguished Service Medal and the Inter- 
national Veterinary Congress Prize, awarded 
him in 1942 by the American Veterinary 
Medical Association. In 1949 General Kelser 
received the degree of Honorary Associate of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons in 
London, together with 14 other outstanding 
veterinarians. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Evelyn 
Kelser of Philadelphia, and a daughter, Mrs. 
John Aligair. i 

Funeral services were held for General 
Kelser on 21 April at the Main Chapel at 
Fort Myer, Va. He was buried with full 
military honors at Arlington National Ceme- 
tery.

tempted to do anything with the apple 
except toss it back over the Iron 
Curtain. 

The long-discussed plan for distribu- 
tion of Allied tactical air strength in the 
Central Sector of the European command 
was announced this week by Lt. Gen. 
Lauris Norstad, General Eisenhower’s 
air chief in that vital area. Naturally, 
it conforms to the distribution of com- 
mand of ground forces the support of 
which is a prime responsibility of the 
air elements. That is, there are two prin- 
cipal air commands under General Nor- 
stad, as there are two ground force 
commands under General Juin. The 
Second Allied Tactical Air Force (com- 
manded by the British Air Marshal Sir 
Robert Foster) will operate primarily in 
North Germany, where General Sir John 
Harding has been directing the joint 
activities of the British Army of the 
Rhine and lesser elements from Belgium, 
Netherlands, and Denmark. The Fourth 
Allied Tactical Air Force (commanded 
by Maj. Gen. Dean Strother, USAF) is 
assigned to southern Germany, where 
General Thomas T. Handy, USA, is to 
control the army group which includes 
the American Seventh Army (Lt. Gen. 
Manton Eddy) and also the French army 
elements in that zone. General Stroth- 
er’s Fourth Tac naturally will include 
the U. S. Twelfth Air Force and the 
French First Air Division; to it later in 
the year will be added a Canadian R.A.F. 
division as well. It is assumed that be- 
fore the summer joint maneuvers there 
will be a reconciling of the present sys- 
tems of air-ground collaboration. The 
British control parties function at the 
corps level, in the interest of economy 
of strength; the American parties at the 
division level in quest for economy of 
time. Each system has its merit, and 
experiment may show that there is vir- 
tue in flexibility.

Force and U. S. Air Force aircraft. 
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New Army Field Phone 


A new lightweight field telephone so 
sensitive that it can*hear the softest 
whisper yet rugged enough to withstand 
the pounding of heavy artillery shock 
waves has been developed under Army 
Signal Corps sponsorship. 

The new phone recently passed Signal 
Corps Engineering Laboratories tests at 
Ft. Monmouth, N. J., and has been ap- 
proved for production. During World 
War II about 1% million military phones 
were manufactured. 

Reduced in size by one-third and in 
weight from 11% to 8% pounds, the new 
phone is the size of an average loaf of 
bread. It can be used in weather from 
minus 63-130 degrees Fahrenheit and 
can be dunked in water without harm. 
Special frost-proof design prevents the 
breath from freezing the holes in the 
speaking part of the hand-set, and per- 
mits use of heavy Arctic mitts. 

During World War II field phones were 
knocked out by enemy and Allied gunfire 
air blasts. The new set can take artillery, 
mortar and bomb blast waves and keep 
on working. The user is also safer; the 
hearing part of the hand-set has been 
shaved so that it now slips under the 
helmet. To use the old phone, the helmet 
has to be cocked back or tilted. 

Better design and materials also in- 
crease talking range 20-30 per cent 
powered by only a pair of flashlight bat- 
teries. And in an emergency, should bat- 
teries wear out or the transmitter be- 
come damaged, the phones can be used 
up to 5 miles merely by talking into the 
hearing side. The voice’s sound waves 
supply all power needed. 

Another new feature makes it possible 
to hook the new phones into any com- 
mercial or military central office system 
and use the power from the central sta- 
tions. The former set had to use its own 
batteries. 

Instead of a one-tone bell ringing 
sound in the old phone, the new set sends 
out a woodpecker tapping sound that can 
be heard more easily and about twice as 
far in battle noise. The new sound can 
also be toned down to prevent giving 
away front-line position to the enemy. It 
is also easier for the user to detect when 
his hearing has been dulled by combat 
fatigue. 

Chances of imperfect communications 
because of combat fatigue is also greatly 
reduced by improved design in the new 
set which reproduces the human voice 
more accurately allowing it to be recog- 
nized more easily. The user thus hears 
more high and low frequency sounds. 

A “push-to-talk” device requiring only 
slight pressure also reduces fatigue. This 
device replaces a switch on past models, 
and can also be used to control operation 
of a radio set 10 miles away—out of im- 
mediate front-line danger. 

Cranking the built-in generator to 
“ring in” the telephone has also been 
simplified. The new set has a “free coast- 
ing” device with finger-tip flipping mo- 
tion. 

The new set, first major change in 
military phone design since 1936, was 
built for the Signal Corps by the Western 
Electric Company. 
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Gen. Wilson Heads London 
DMPA; Ranks as Minister 


Brig. Gen. Thomas B. Wilson, former 
chairman of the board of directors of 
Transcontinental & Western Air, Inc., 
and internationally-known authority on 
transportation, has been appointed Di- 
rector of the Defense Materials Procure- 
ment Agency office in London, England. 

In his new post, General Wilson will 
direct DMPA’s activities in all of free 
Europe, the Middle East and North 
Africa, and will carry the personal rank 
of Minister. 

Since November, 1950, General Wilson 
has been a consultant to the General 
Services Administration and DMPA on 
matters relating to the agencies’ defense 
activities, particularly in the procure- 
ment of natural rubber and tin for the 
Nation’s mobilization effort. 

During his career in the transportation 
business, General Wilson served at various 
times as Supervisor of Transportation 
for the railway system of the Southern 
Pacific Company; president of the Pacific 
Greyhound Corporation and vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the Alaska 
Steamship Company. 

In 1938, he was elected chairman of the 
board of directors of Transcontinental & 
Western Air, Inc., and served in this 
position until 1947. 

A veteran of both World Wars, General 
Wilson served in France during World 
War I as an officer in the Army Signal 
Corps. In World War II he was Gen- 
eral MacArthur’s Chief of Transportation 
in the Southwest Pacific Area, and fol- 
lowing his promotion to Brigadier Gen- 
eral in March 1943 was assigned to the 
China-Burma-India Theater as command- 
ing General of the Transportation Serv- 
ice.

ports are scored and how the scores 
are distributed. It is emphatically not 
a matter of deliberately keeping informa- 
tion from anyone. Restricting the dis- 
tribution of such information is simply 
inherent in the problem of obtaining a 
report of any effectiveness and fairness. 
This restriction of information may not 
be considered desirable, but it is an in- 
escapable fact of efficiency reporting. 

Rater Agreement on Efficiency Reports 


Another well-established research find- 
ing concerning efficiency reporting is the 
low degree of agreement about subordi- 
nates among reporting officers. They do 
not agree closely even when observing 
the same person at the same time, per- 
haps because they value the same action 
differently. They do not agree because 
they have different standards — some 
raters are hard, some are easy. They do 
not agree because some are better judges 
of men than others. They do not agree 
in completing an efficiency report because 
of differences in the interpretation of 
words. Close agreement between single 
reports is the exception rather than the 
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Contracts for Small Craft 

Contracts for small craft construction 
totaling more than $15,000,000 were 
awarded in February and March, 1952, 
Rear Adm.

Vessels to be built include 41 45-foot 
steel harbor tugs for the Army, 51 65- 
foot steel harbor tugs for the Army and 
Air Force, 22 100-foot steel harbor tugs 
for the Army, 40 65-foot cargo-passenger 
vessels for the Army Transportation 
Corps and 13 45-foot sectionalized barges 
for the Army Transportation Corps. 





Turpentine Lubricants 

Department of Agriculture and Navy 
chemists have succeeded in making syn- 
thetic lubricants from turpentine. 

The announcement was made on 16 
April by C. F. Speh, assistant chief, Bu- 
reau of Agricultural and Industrial 
Chemistry, Department of Agriculture at 
the annual meeting of the American 
Turpentine Farmers’ Association in Val- 
dosta, Ga. 

Since turpentine is produced in large 
quantity in the United States, the dis- 
covery is expected to make special lubri- 
cants available for military and industrial 
use at substantially lower cost.

rule. Certainly, then, it cannot be ex- 
pected for them to agree in rating the 
same man doing a different job at differ- 
ent periods of his career. The significance 
of this finding is that great care need 
be exercised to insure that personnel 
actions are not taken in terms of differ- 
ences among rating officers rather than 
in terms of real differences in perform- 
ance or potential of the officers rated. 
The best known way to iron out rater 
differences is to average the ratings of 
several raters. To make averaging pos- 
sible, scores on all report forms must be 
put into the same scoring terms. This 
is the most important reason for use 
of a standard rating scale for efficiency 
reports. The Army is again utilizing an 
averaging system, which will be briefly 
described in the next section. 


Morale Problems Important 

Efficiency reporting, then, occurs in a 
setting where problems of morale are im- 
portant. It involves much more than the 
questions on a form. Questions concern- 
ing purpose and policy are of more 
crucial importance. The raters are of 
central importance in the problem for 
it is their tendencies toward rating 
on general impressions (halo), toward 
leniency, and their differences in stand- 
ards that lead to lack of agreement 
which create a number of problems 
peculiar to efficiency reporting. A good 
efficiency reporting system takes these 
factors into account. The implication 
of the discussion thus far is that great 
care need be exercised in the use of 
efficiency reports for personnel action. 
It is a point that has been emphasized 
by the research findings over and over 
again.

Defense Dept Surveys 
Industry R & D Capacity 


The Department of Defense has 
launched a mail survey of 5,000 indus- 
trial concerns to determine industry’s re- 
search and development capacity. 

It was pointed out that during 1952, 
the Government spent more than $1.6 
billion for scientific research and devel- 
opment—about three-fourths for defense 
work. 

Announcement of the survey followed 
by less than a week the statement made 
last week at West Point, N. Y., by Gen- 
eral of the Army Omar N. Bradley that 
the Armed Forces should turn over more 
of its research and development problems 
to civilian scientists and engineers. 

General Bradley’s speech to the cadets 
at the U. S. Military Academy pointed 
to the possibility of Department of De- 
fense action to shift some activities from 
the technical services to private re- 
search and development facilities. 

The Department of Defense said that 
its survey of industrial concerns known 
to perform research and development 
will be useful in locating possible con- 
tractors for the defense agencies and 
will also be of assistance to industry. 
For the first time it will be possible to 
determine, for each industry and for 
various size companies and research 
staffs, the average expenditure per re- 
search engineer and the average per- 
centage of sales spent for research. Data 
of this type will be used in estimating 
the manpower needed to carry out 
budgeted research programs and the 
amount of research (in dollars) that can 
be performed by staffs of a given size, 
the Perfttagon announcement added.
